Oil is relied upon to operate hoists, 
pumps, mills, street. railways and to 


assist in the opefation of smelters. A 


shortage is reported from every part 


of the Territory, even the great Cop- 


pe Queen and other Phelps-Dodge 


properties being involved. Coal is as 


hard to get in Arizona as elsewhere, 


and if relief is not found soon a num 


ber of shut-downs may follow. The 
Phelps-Dodge people have a large coal 
supply of their own in New Mexico, 


and a railroad owned and operated by 
them—the El Paso and Southweste 

connecting their mines, and many 
more shortages of this kind may easily 


result in their using coal again exclu- 


sively. 


The cause of this difficulty is alleged 
to be a shortage of cars. That there 


is a shortagé of cars on the ground is 


true, according to those who have had 
occasion to inquire, but, on the other 


hand, there is a suspicion that the 
difficulties of getting oil at a price that 


will permit of a profit at the rates 
fixed in some of the old contracts that 


are still running, makes the shortage 
of cars a not altogether unwelcome 
excuse for delay in furnishing the fuel. 
The railroads may also very readily be 
more anxious to preserve an adequate 
future supply for .themselves, in view 
of the rising market, than to aid those 
whose purchases tend only to keep 
up prices. It will be remembered that 
in the early days when prices were 
high, the same condition existed, and 
producers were unable to deliver their 
goods. Most of the Arizona business 
is in the hands of the Associated, 
which is buying at 27% cents at Kern. 
Arizona consumers are offering to pay 
the very highest market price if cars 
can only be secured. 


Several points in the northern part 


of the State are also having trouble 
in getting fuel. A few days since, ac- 
cording to a press dispatch, San ‘José 
was saved from a fuel famine only by 
extraordinary efforts on the part of 
the Southern Pacific. 


RAINS STOP DEIAVERIES. 
The heavy rains have seriously in- 


terfered with the delivery of oil by 
wagon in the suburbs and at ranches. 
One company handling distillates and 
refined products finds itself with sev- 
eral wagons lost, strayed or stolen in 
the country, probably stuck in the 
mud" somewhere and unable to get 
back. Consumers whose tanks were 
empty when the storms began have 
found themselves hard pushed to keep 
up. Among these is Occidental. Col- 
lege on Pasadena avenue, where the 
tanks were emptied a few days 
and delivery was practically impogsi- 
ble to effect promptly. So serious was 
the shortage as to compel the post- 
ponement of some exercises that were 
to have been held.

SUDDEN HEAT FAMINE IN THE 
COUNTY” HOSPITAL. 


Everything Available for Fuel Is 
Burned, and Sufferers in Tents 
Hide Coal That Comes in Every 
Conceivable Way—Two Hundred 
and Seventy-five in Institution. 


— 


A hurry-up call for extra blankets 
for the County Hospital has been rung 
in. One hundred and twenty-five pa- 
| tients are kept warnkin the new hos- 
pital buildings simply by extra cover- 
ing. The tnstitution is in the grip of 
a heat famine. : 

After fifteen months of model be- 
havior, the great electric turbine that 
is used to distribute the hot air from 
the immense steam coils through the 
new wings of the hospital has broken 
down at the most inopportune moment. 

It cannot be repaired short of eight 
days, possibly longer. In the mean- 
time patients are swathed in extra 
blankets in lieu of steam-heated air. 

The County Hospital has felt keenly 
the clutches of the fuel famine. But. 
its heating system for the new build- 
ings worked beautifully. Crude oil ts 
used for the engine, and the steam 
coils in the basement of the main wing 
heat fresh air drawn from outside 
through long. shafts. After passing 
over the hot coils this air is forced 
through the buildings by means of the 
huge electric fan. At the farther end 
of the wards a ventilating shaft sucks 
in the foul air and carries it to the 
smokestack of the engine-room, where 
it is subject to intense meat and then 
discharged, 

When the electric fan broke all this 
system was knocked out. It demon- 
strated the need of a duplicate ma- 
chine, and this, doubtless, will be pro- 
vided by the County Supervisors. 

But while the heating proposition

CONSTETUTIONALITIES. 

The answer to this question is con- 
tingent in a measure upon the other.

At the same time 
a county fund should properly be ad- 
ministered by the Board of Supervisors. 
The third and last question is: “If 
there is no authority in law for the use 
of such funds in the cities, does the 
State Legislature have the power to 
enact a law giving such authority?” 
This is a question which can only 
be answered authoritatively by the Su- 
preme Court. Apparently the Legisia- 
ture has the authority to pass a bill 
providing for the expenditure of public 
money for a speciſſe purpose, but in 
this case there are certain § constitu- 
tional principles involved hieh might 
prevent such an enactment.

COUNTY ROAD LAWS. 

There are two recent amendments to 
the County Government Act under 
which the counties of the State are’ 
governed. One was passed in 1903 by 
the Legislature, and gave the boards of 
supervisors power to construct boule- 
vards and to pay for the construction 
by the issuance of bonds covering the 
entire county. 5 

It is under this amendment that the 
present proposed plan for the construc- 
tion of good roads and boulevards 
throughout the county is contemplated. 

But in 1905 there was passed another 
amendment to the Cqunty,Government 
Act, by which the boards of supervi- 
sors could construct boulevards by 
bonding the districts through which the 
boulevards were to run. 

This is an entirely different propost- 
tion. To bond a certain road district— 
say for $100,000—to construct a boule- 
vard from border to border might ex- 
ceed the district's legal debt limit or 
place such a burden upon the taxpay- 
ers of such district as to make it prac- 
tically prohibitive. : 

In some of the outlying districts, 
where population fs sparse. there would 
not be one chance of such a bond is- 
sue carryine „t a special election out 
of one thousand. ; 

Again, even if legal. one district is 
not going to bond itself to build a road 
in another district. 

Then again, under the present rood 
laws, there are forty-nine districts, 
each beving witht to noerticipate in 
the spending of this money, each par- 
ticipating in the payment of the road 
tax. Some of these districts are far 
removed from any necessity for a bou- 
levard or macadam road. such as pro- 
posed-—not that the ranchers would ob- 
ject, though. 

And so it is, there is among those 
who have given the legal side of the 
problem a thought. much uneertainty 
as to just where in the eyes of the law 
proposed bond issue would 
stand.

the Board of Supervisors made 
this estimate in the presence 
of Supervisors Eldridge and 
Alexander yesterday, and they.

Reports from ail of the 
county were received yester- 
day from road masters, in many 
districts telling of damage 
done: of washouts, of land- 
slides, of bridges swept away. 

Three big bridges, including 
the one across the Los Angeles 
River on the Cahuenga Pass 
road, and a number of culverts 
have been swept out by ‘the 
floods. 

Ten miles of the Francisquito 
Cafion road is destroyed, and is 
impassable, except to a man on 
horseback. | 

The Soledad’ Cafion road 
badly damaged and must be 
rebuilt in sections. | 

From the foothille comes 
word of landslides which have 
blocked roads. This is partic- 
ularly true of the Calabasas 
district, as well as in some 
parts of the First Supervisoral 
District, southeast of Pasa- 
dena. 

But in most cases the dam- 
age has been caused by wash- 
outs, which have bitten out 
great chunks of roadway as 
though made of pie crust. It 
will take the interest upon a 
million dollars at 5 per cent.
